THE GREAT ISSUE.

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FRANCE’S SHAKY SYSTEM. 

The cabinet system of government has the merit 
of great flexibility, strong organization and prompt 
response to the will of the-people and their repre- 
sentatives. It has worked with outstanding success 
in England, but in France, owing to the great num- 
ber of political factions, it has resulted in govern- 
mental uncertainty and instability. The present 
situation illustrates the point. With a financial 
crisis on its hands, the Flandin Cabinet was unable 
to command a parliamentary vote of confidence, and 
was forced to resign. If the ninety-seventh 
Cabinet to fall in the Republic's 65 vears, and had 
lasted almost seven months, or less than the average 
of about eight months. 

Nine political groups are listed in the French 
Senate and 18 in the Chamber of Deputies. A 
Premier thus can hold office only by effecting a 
coalition, a frequently difficult process of compro- 
mise.

ton trade is that world consumption of 

all kinds of cotton is now running, and 
has run for about two years, approximately 
equal to the average consumption in a num- 
ber of years before the beginning of the 
world trade depression in 1929. Another en- 
couraging phase is that world stocks of cot- 
ton have been sharply reduced during the 
past two years from the high level at which 
they stood at the middle of the depression, 
and are being further reduced this season. 
A’ discouraging phase is that the world stock 
is still several million bales in excess of the 
average stock at this time of year in the 
years immediately preceding the depression, 
which may be considered as _ constituting 
normal. holdings 

The most disturbing feature of the situa- 
tion is the fact that the progress toward 
equilibrium has heen effected only by a dras- 
tic curtailment of production in the United 
States under Government auspices, and 
meanwhile, foreign countries have increased 
their output appreciably. 

When the United States embarked on its 
present program two years ago, ft was an- 
ticipated by many that the reduction in 
American output would eliminate the 
surplus supplies of cotton very quickly—per- 
haps within one or two seasons. That antici- 
pation, however, overlooked several factors. 
Due allowance was not made for the fact 
that if growers planted fewer acres, they 
were bound to cultivate those acres more 
intensively. Then there were the vagaries 
of the weather, and their effects on yield per 
acre; favorable growing weather could result 
in such a high per-acre yield as largely to 
offset a reduction of acreage. 

Then, too, to the extent that the program 
succeeded in raising the price of the staple— 
which was the object of it—world consump- 
tion of all cottons would either be reduced or 
its expansion would be checked, while pro- 
duction in foreign countries would be in- 
creased. From the American standpoint, 
there was the further important fact that, 
as the price of the American staple was 
raised above normal relationships rith 
prices of foreign growths, spinners would 
turn from American cotton to foreign cot- 
tons, and so markets for. American cotton 
would be retarded. 

+ 7 . 

All of these factors have manifested them- 
sélves clearly during the past two years. In 
1933, with favorable growing weather, the 
yield per acre in the American cotton belt 
was close to the highest ever recorded. In 
1934, even with a devastating drouth over a 
large part of the belt, the average yield per 
acre was practically equal to normal. .World 
consumption of cotton has been heavy, but 
not heavy enough to eliminate the surplus 
supplies. Foreign production established a 
new high record last season. Foreign spin- 
ners have turned from American cotton to 
foreign growths to the extent of perhaps 
2,000,000 bales a year. 

‘The reduction of the excess supplies of 
cotton during the past two years.has con- 
tributed materially to an elevation of the 
price, but the fact that the world stock of 
the staple is still well above. normal is re- 
flected in the failure of the price to,advance 
to anticipated levels.

ultimate results of efforts to balance supply 
and demand, and what may be, or are likely 
to be, the trends of the trade during the next 
year or two? 

Developments make it clear that if the 
United States alone continues to pursue this 
policy, the ultimate result will be that for- 
eign countries will increase their output by 
an amount offsetting the decrease in Amer- 
ica, and foreign spinners can and will sub- 
stitute foreign cottons for American. When 
and .if that occurs, the world price for cot- 
ton will doubtless be no different from what 
it would have been if the United States had 
continued to contribute its normal share of 
the world crop. 

The prospect that increased foreign pro- 
duction will ultimately nullify decreased pro- 
duction in the United States has led to sug- 
gestions that foreign cotton-growing 
tries be invited to join in a production cur- 
tailment program of world-wide scope. It 
is very questionable if all the important for- 
eign cotton-producing countries could he.-in- 
duced to join in such an undertaking at 
this time, and if agreements by foreign gov- 
ernments could he made effective

In the absence of world-wide curtailment 
or extremely drastic curtailment in the Unit- 
ed States, the excess supplies of cotton can 
be eliminated only by larger consumption, 
this being brought about either by a recov- 
ery of general world trade and a consequent 
increase in world buying power or by a low- 
er price for the staple. It seems clear that, 
after the current season, curtailment of pro- 
duction by the United States will begin to 
lose its potency as a means of cutting down 
surplus stocks, for foreign countries are now 
well started in the direction of incrcésing 
their output as America reduces its. 

With world economic conditions as thev 
now stand, the present price for cotten ‘is 
Clearly one that stimulates production in 
various countries outside of the § United 
States, and at the same time per- 
mit a worid consumption ‘large enough to 
absorb the surplus supplies of-the staple 

There is a natural and reasonable objec- 
tion in the United States to any modification 
of the production-control program which 
would permit a lowering of the price. It is 
pointed out, with truth, that returns to the 
cotton growers in the cotton helt are very 
meager at best, and have been pitifully low 
during recent years. It seems clear, however. 
that the growers would fare infinitely bette: 
in the long run if the Government adopted 
a& program that would allow an acreage of 
cotton at least as. large as the average in 
the pre-depression years, permitted a free 
competitive movement of cotton prices and 
made such benefit payments to growers as 
seemed justifiable to. put them on an equality 
with other producers. 

That would not only réstore 
growers to a sounder economic 
it would revive activity in many

For the three months com- 
bined the average temperature was 
55 degrees, about 1 degree below 
normal, and rainfall was 16.28 
inches, of 4.75 inches more than 
usual, 

In the last two months of the 
season there was a predominance 
of damp cloudy weather, instead of 
the bright sunshine which is looked 
for in spring. April and May to 
gether could muster only 11 clear 
days, half the usual number, Cloudy 
days numbered 33, but one short of 
double the usual number. There 
were 17 partly cloudy days, come 
pared with 22 as experienced 
previously. 

April Coolest Since 1928. 

March temperatures averaged T 
degrees above normal, and the rain- 
fall of 6.24 inches was two inches 
above normal. April rainfall fell to 
2.5 inches, compared with a normal 
of 3.81,.and it was the coolest April 
since 1928 with an average tem- 
perature of 3.7 degrees below norm- 
ak 

May, last year, the driest in 97 
vears and hot enough to set a rec- 
ord temperature of 96 degrees, was 
all wet this year. With rain on 
19 days, it broke another record for 
the ‘month that had stood since 
1876, when it rained 18 days during 
May. 

Total precipitation was 7.35 
inches, or 3.01 inches more than 
normal, but the amount of rain was 
not a record, for in May, 1933, rain- 
fall totaled 8.59 inches,.in 1929, 
10.09 inches, and in 1844, 11.26 
There. were traces of rain, 
not measurable, on four other days 
besides the 19, and the heaviest fall 
was 2.18 inches for a 24-hour period, 
ending about midnight May 2. 

Besides being a washout, May was 
cool, having an average tempera- 
ture of 61.4 degrees, 5.6 degrees be- 
low the normal of 67. It was the 
coolest May since 1924, when the 
‘average was 59.4 degrees, and was 


lonly 2.5 degrees warmer than May 


of 1907, the chilliest on record. 

May ranged widein temperatures 
with 82 degrees on last Thursday 
and 39 degrees on May 4, but it can 
go farther, for on Memorial day, 
1934, the thermometer rose to 9%6 
degrees and on May 2, 1929, it fell 
to 32 degrees. 

Stage of River. 

The average stage of the river 
was 20.3 feet for-the month, or 17.5 
feet higher than the average of 
May, 1934, and the highest since 
June, 1929, excepting May, 1933, 
when it was about the same as last 
month. 

St. Louis rainfall and tempera- 
tures fairly represented conditions 
throughout the State during May, 
Nunn said. Corn planting hag been 
delayed by the rains, wheat is mak- 
ing unsatisfactory progress general- 
ly, but ranges from poor to good, 
Some of the wheat is yellow from 
wet weather, some is damaged by 
rust, and some too rank in growth, 
'Oats, rye and barley need fair 
weather. Alfalfa and hay crops are 
rather rank in growth. The unfa- 
vorable conditions; however, will be 
corrected with a period of warm 
sunshine, Nunn said. The outlook 
for fruit still is generally good. 

Good Appearance of Lawns. 

The wet cool season has been 
ideal for lawns which present a 
rood appearance in parks and home 
gardens. Roses and flowering 
shrubs and trees not only have 
bloomed prolifically but remained 
in bloom for extended periods un- 
der cool, cloudy skies. 

Peonies were disappointing in 
size, most gardeners found, pro» 
ably because of too much rain, and 
roses, although late, are now show- 
ing fine blooms under the warm 
sun of the last few days. Mild teme- 
pératures saved them from the 
(usual experience of frost damage.

were not subject to the colic, and 
proposed that this Devonshire colic 
was the same as the colic of Poitou. 
The colic of Poitou was ascribed 
by Voltaire’s physician to the lead 
used by the potters of that district 
to fashion their earthen vessels. 

Dr. Wall's idea was that the Dev- 
onshire colic was caused by the 
Devonshire cider because the cider 
presses in Devon were lined with 
lead. 


Theory Test. 

George Baker decided to put this 
theory to the of experiment 
“Happening to he in the month of 
October, 1776. at Exeter. T procured 
some of the expressed juice of 
apples, as it flowed from a cyder 
press, lined with lead, in the parish 
of Alphington,” 

He found lead in it, and other 
samples of cider from Devon, but 
none in the cider from Hereford- 
shire.

Tt was thus we came to know of 
fhe nature of lead poisoning and 
differentiated it from an epidemic 
disease. 

In America, Dr. Cadwalader of 
Philadelphia described a similar 
epidemic which he called the “West 
India Dry Gripes.” It was later 
shown to be due to the distillation 
of rum through leaden pipes. His 
book was printed by Benjamin 
Franklin.
